the High Priest of our profession. Let me illustrate something 
of what this means. I will have to use a common illustration for a deep 
spiritual truth. Ton go into a Bepartsaent Store to do sots© shopping, and 
you come up to the counter, aad thare is a priest (a priestess perhaps) 
representing the Concern. She is behind the counter, lad you come to her. 
She says. What can I do for you? And you say, Well, I am really not sure.

But if you aam to tola counter, and 
you stand there and you say, I want that, sh© Is the priestess of your 
profession, your confession. She takes it out* She boxes it. She wraps 
it, says it will he $7. there are certain assumptions that she makes, 
that if you did not understand that there was a price, you would not ask 
for it. If you did not want it, you would not ask for it. If you did 
not know it was yours for the "buying* you would not ask for it. And so 
she is there to give you what you profess "by your demeanor. lou shuffle—- 
a- san shuffles into the counter, all ragged and dirty and dishevelled and 
unshaven, shoes out, and he looks at that, and there is a suit for $49.50, 
and he says* I'll take that, lad the Glerk looks at him and says, Well 
all right, under certain considerations you'll take it. It looks to st» 
from your appearance that you don't have the $^9»50 that's necessary to 
take it. Bo you? Well, no, hut 1 just thought, Let-aim that asks receives. 
Oh no. Tou gee there are eertaln- conditions that are Involved in the 
receiving. I am sorry. And he escorts him to the door. But if you cob® 
in with the insignia of sufficient prosperity to he ahle to afford the 
suit* they will try it on courteously. And you aay, I'll take it. lad 
they will have it all narked and ready for feiloriag to fit you, because 
they are the priests of your confession.

Tour weight added to the mutiliation that men poured upon 

Him, But not only in bodily sufferings *» J^a, j.one.liaess. Perhaps 

one of the most pathetic statements la the lew Testament is thsfc one where 

you see the lord Jesus at Midnight, having been with Sis disciples through 

the evening in fellowship, opening the Word to them, and it says, And they 

went to their house, and Ke abode in the mountain - in the Garden, for 

no man had bid lim. AM, as they left, talking to each other, las not 

this a wonderful fellowship? Oh, weren't these lovely truths? And arm 

in arm they went down the path in the flickering torch, and the Lord 

remained all alone, to go off and find a rock on which to lay Sis head, 

and to wrap Himself in the robe that severed Him, because no man bid 

lim eome to his home* He knew loneliness as -no other could ever know. 

Ho place to lay His he ad, -because the foxes have holes, and the birds 

nests, but the Son of Man has not a plaos to lay lis head. 
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|» persecution from men. Hie Lord Jeans Christ suffered 
as none otter could. It was pursued by a bitter, relentless, animosity

Aaron 
was simply a priest. Christ was a Priest in a preeminent way. fie was 
a ling and Priest after Melohisedek, for Melehizedek was the king of 
Salem, the King of Peace, the Prinee of Peace, as well as the Priest of 
the Most High 0od. And so o» tord Jesus Christ reigns as King of 
kings, and I»erd of torda, and our Great High Priest. Preeminent in 
©very way. 

Ha was declared to he our Sigh Priest, and ready to he it, 
adequate for it "by the sufferings that He experienced, all these things 
through which He passed. Be learned chedieace hy the things that He 
suffered, hy the prayer that He poured forth. H@ &t& as all should do 
in suffering. Our &ord gave us an example. When you are tested you 
ought to do what $e did. Aaron was put under pressure. When you are 
put under pressure, you ou^it — I mean, Jesus Christ was put under 
pressure hy temptation. When you are, you ought to do what He did, 
for our iord prayed. And He was heard in that He feared. And this has 
"become the example for all who follow Him. Tou, too, are to pray. Our 
Lord had submitted to the experiences, saying, father, not My will, hut 
fhine he done. He learned ohediencej perfect ohedience was rendered to 
the father "by this Om, our great High Priest. And thus, le Became 
the Author of eternal salvation. He "became the Author not of a temporary 
forgiTsness as Aaron offered, hut eternal salvation. 

Hut to whom was this eternal salvation given. And what is 
the evidence that you are one for whom His Priesthood is exercised, fhe 
Scripture is clear. He has "become the Author of eternal salvation unto 
as Bsany as ©hey Him.

Bo you 
know if fo% read — and I challenge you to do It, andurg® you to do it, 
and eshort you to do it — 1 urge you to read through the Old Testament and 

see if you caa find any place that there was offering provided, or 
forgiveness offered for presumptuous sin. There is none. That is the one 
ain for which there was no provision. Presumptuous sin. Where one 
presumed on the Srace of God to go and do something saying, If I do It 
I can still com "back and he forgiven. So. There is for the one who 
stumbles, for the one that is overtaken in a fault, for the one who is 
led aside, for the one who is caught ia the vortex and driven by the wind* 
for that one there is. But for the one who calculatingly says, Well I can 
go ahead and do this. It is all right. Shea 1 caa confess It and be 
forgiven because I have a Eigh Priest, This is presumptuous sin. There 
we have the Scripture now. He has become the Author 'of eternal s alvatioa 
to as many as obey Him. The tribal marks for those whoa the Son of Sod 
intercedes is that those are the ones, having a aw heart, the law written 
on the heart, a dessire, a purpose to obey Him. It Is in the purpose to 
obey Him, and the failure, because of the flesh and because of the failure 
to appropriate araee.ttoat lis priesthood is exercised. But where there is 
that presumptuous thing, that setting of the teeth, clenching of the jaw, 
and saying, I am going to do this, and then come back and ask Him to forgive 
me, this is aot covered "by any provision that Sraee offers.

In the 1st verse of the 6th Chapter you read, 
Let us therefore go on unto perfection, this word perfection is the 
word maturity, fully developed, fully mtur®, come to growth, mm to 
maturity. And this is what fie is expecting. Shis is what has heea 
provided in the sacrifice of Christ. This is the result of the ministry 
of the great High fries*. But what does the Writer of Hebrews find? 
Shis U what le finds, that there are a people that ought to understand 
the truth that Be now wishes to establish concerning the Melchiaedek 
Priesthood, for Be has made us to he kings and priests also. But instead 
of being able to comprehend it, Ha says, lou are dull of hearing, leu 
are ignorant, fhey are ignorant in Bivina things. 

low this ignorance demonstrates something. First, it eould 
demonstrate a lack of life... a name to live, but of being dead. For 
you reTOsber we said, the three evidences that you are bom of Sod are 
hatred for sin, and a hunger for fiod. And if you have been born of S@d 
you want to know about &©d. Tou have a desire for Sod, a longing to be 
like Hi®, lad if this people here had been sueh that they had no desire 
for God, no appetite for the things of God, it «ould indicate a lack of life. 
But we are not thinking that it is to this point. M® are thinking fchat 
there is southing else here in this people, that there is a willful remiss 
or neglect that has brou#t guilt, mind you, that has brought guilt.

Tom could say, Well it is the teachers we have 

had. It is the teaching we have had. Shis is where the preblea lies. 

s ut here ere people that are taught by the Apostles, fhat would not 

hold water there. ' Who would he a more effective teacher than the 

ipostles. Who would he setter ahle to expound the truth than the 

Apostles? If this is Paul writing it, who is better ahl© to unfold it. 

If it is Peter, who Is "setter ahle t© explain it? You can not say in 

Hebrews that it is because of lack of proper teaching. They had the 

Apostles themselves as teachers, and yet it was, Seeing ye are dull of 

hearing, for when ye ought to he teachers, ye have need that one teach 

you again. There is a willfulness there. A dullness of hearing indicates 

a preoccupation with lesser things. Ton know in School, you remeaber 

as a 
how/*k» student you would be paying attention — you -know, putting a fly 

into the inkwell, or tying a knot in the pigtail of the girl in front of 

you, and the teacher would ask a question and announce your naa». And 

you would be so preoccupied. You would be. dull of hearing. Wfcy? ,%eause 

you had ear trouble? Ho. Because you had eye trouble, Ton were looking 

at the wrong tning. lou were tainting about the wrong thing. lour eyes 

were focused, and your attention was focused on the wrong thing. And 

because of preoccupation with something less than Jesus Christ, something 

less than His purpose, less than lis plan, less than what Se wanted to 

do, here were a people that **© said were dull of hearing. There were 

indifferent to heavenly things because they were preoccupied with earthly 

things. 
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lou know it was Bsekiel who said - made a statement that was 
very appropriate in this connection, and pathetic, lad lo thou art 
among them, said S04 to Szekiel, a very lovely song, a one that hath 
& pleasant voice, and can play well on an instrument, for they hear 
thy words, hut they do them not. This is what the Apostles found with 
the Ghureh of the Hebrews, that they had heard the song, hut they did not 
understand the words. 1?hey liked the music, hut they did not follow 
the message* 

Mow here are seme questions to ask yourself. Tou have agreed 
with me when I have spoken to you concerning the preparation of Christ to 
he our High Priest. I think there has been no challenge when I have 
talked to you about the preeminence of Christ as our High Priest. But 
when I talk to you asout the progress that is to he expected of some one 
who has tnia, where are you?

Bo you converse about it? '■Shey 
spake oft one with another about the Lord, What do you talk about when 
you get with your friends. Is Christ the center, fhe fheme. 
&o you meditate on Sod*s truth? So you know where you are? So you ftnow 
what Sod wants to do for you next? So you strive to make the truth 
exparientially yours? Or are you one of those that ou^it to be teachers, 
but instead of being teachers, you need to be taught again. Instead of

eating/»eat, you sat milk. • %at are you? Here is a great High Priest, 

that has pro-Tided a full, complete, perfect salvation, and Be is there 

to mediate it. Anything yon come to Hia, and present to Hia, .aid ask 

of Him, I® i a the High Priest of your Confession, He will effect it in 

your life. Wlth^.sueh great and precious promises, what wanner of men 

ought we to. "be? ire we?

Let $hy Word burn deeply 
and do Its lovely work, until we too profit from the ministry of our 
Groat ?ieh Priest, and cow to Hi© the High Priest of our Confession, 
confessing to Hi® fhy Word, the provisions of r 2h? love, to have Him 
effect in us anddo for us all that He died to de. So apply it quickly
